YEARS

RACED ON THAMES

T}_se Blue Plowed to the Finish
Fowr Inches Ahead of the
Crimson Crew

New London, Conn., June 19— By a
margin of four inches, Yale won the
‘varsity four mile elght oared race on
the Thames river here late today, after

Through a four mile lane of yachts
amd motorboats, the 16 crew men toiled
al the Crimson and Blue tripped ours
a3 no galley sluves ever lubored un-
der the lash, while thoasunds of spec-
lators on shore and on  observation
trains shrielted hysterically.

Thirty-Six Miners Dead

e e e S e e o ey

- And Two Hundred Buried

(By Ausoclated Press)

Lethbridge, Aberta, June 19, — A
mighty explosion today entombed 250
miners employed in mine No. 20 of
the ' Crest Collleries, Limited, Of
the 1.,y minerg rescueid, only fourteen
were living tonight.

Despite the elforts of two  score
mine experts laboring amid the pols-
oned gases and debris, hope of rescu-

ing alive the 200 men yet in the mine
wis remote,

The effects of the diraster were:

‘Men in mine when the explosion
occurred, 600, of whom 350 escaped.

Number rescued, 50, of whom 30 la-
ter died,

Miners «till entombed, 200, probably
killed by fire, which followed the ex-
plosion, - ]

AL dusk a group of women stood at
the mouth of the mine which had
been closed hy the “explosion, etill
hopeful thet the eries for help that
came from helow earlier in the day
might be repeated. Later, however,
many of the women dispersed ex-
preasing the general belief that the
fituation of those imprisoned wag
hopeless. il
" The éxplozion which ocenrred about
9 4. m,, shook the country side, lift-
ed roofs from many cabins and de-
molished numerons small buildings.
Then a score of panic etricken sur-
face workeis rushed through the
mine followed by a denee cloud of
smoke and polsonous fumes,

Appeals for help were dispatched
to many towns, and resldents organ-
ized an emergency crew and began
tha work of rescue. . ;

When the fitst rescue crew arrived,
a large force of men set about to
clear the shaft, working desperately
as the mouans of the entombed men

cume feebly from the mines, The
moang became fainler and finally they
ceared. Thourands of tons of rock
bave fallen inlo the mine and it is
fearcd the men, even had they escaped
death from the poisonous fumes, were
probably crushed by the falllng de-
bris.

No informatlon as to what caused
the explosion las heen given out, but
it is believed it wus due to gases.

Thomas Quigley, superintendent of
the mine ir entombed.

Early tonight two trains filled with
expert mine workers, doctors, nurses
and officials of railways arrived and
the work or rescue was begun In a
syatematic way.
